The total m ay b e even fu r­ 
the r ex panded if the necessity arises 
The decision not to credit the spec­

dem ands from

all kinds from m echanics up to m in­ 
eralogists. 
Up to date various 
departm ents 
have filed with the provost m arshal 
general req uests for 340,000 special' 
ists to b e ob tained through the d raft 
during the present year. If this total 
were taken from the 8 00,000 it would 
cut in too much on the 
num b er d e­ 
sired for the infantry and arti lery 
regim ents. The present intention is 
to allow for ab out 200,000 additional 
specialists and deduct

needed from the 8 00,000.

“ It ia very im portant that congress

situation I do not b elieve there would 
b e any opposition. 
Only Keek Specialists. 
“Under the proposed system we do 
not intend at any time to sum m on 
men in class two, three, four or five 
ex cept only in the case of specialists 
when it is impossib le 
to get 
them 
from class one. A man pur in class 
two simply b ecause he has depend­ 
ents never will b e called. In 
other 
words, it is our purpose to c x liaust 
class one in every state b efore 
we 
touch class two It is certain that class 
one will contain at least 2,500,000 
men and possib ly 3,000,000. 
“ If ob liged to continue the fix ing of 
q uotas under the old b asis of popula­ 
tion, It would b e necessary In some 
com m unities, w here a large alien to­ 
tal increased the q uota, to 
call out 
practically all the American citizens, 
including men in the deferred classes 
This has b een the result under the 
first d raft in some district* in New 
Mex ico and Arizona and foreign dis­ 
tricts in la rge oities.”

Red Cross officials in France imme 
diately investigated their allegations, 
and Private Ferguson admitted that 
he wrote solely on rum or and 
was 
sorry for his mistake. He signed 
a 
statement correcting the report 
as 
follows: 
“ W h a t I told my sister was based 
entirely upon what some of the boys 
were saying about prices charged in 
a lunch room. 
I thought 
that this 
lunch room was run by the Red Cross 
but have since learned that it 
was 
run by another organization.” 
Private Murphy issued the follow­ 
ing statement: 
“ I hereby testify that my charge 
about the sale of sweaters was only 
a rumor and I have no absolute proof 
regret 
ex ceedingly 
that I caused 
any trouble upon the part of the Red 
Cross.”

trust all the articles and money con­ 
tributed by the people of the United 
States, and distributes the m among 
our soldiers without regard to race, 
social standing, army position or ota- 
er distinction.

64 90, which p ro v ides fo r an ap p ro ­ 
p riatio n to be u sed by the federal bu reau o f edu catio n in a camp aign to 
eradicate adu lt illiteracy in the Un ited States. 
Tbe situ atio n , as Secretary Lan e p resen ts it, is wo rse than mo st p eo p le 
hav e imagin ed. There were, at the time o f the last cen su s, 5,51 6,000 p er- 
•o ns abo v e 1 0 y ears o f age u n able to read o r write in an y lan gu age. There 
were mo re than 4 ,600,000 illiterates twen ty y ears o ld o r mo re—a n u mber 
equal to the to tal p o p u latio n o f Washin gto n , Orego n , Califo rn ia, Mo n tan a, 
Idfcho , Wy o min g, Co lo rado , Utah, Nev ada, Arizo n a, New Mex ico an d Dela­ 
ware. 
We sho u ld regard it as in to lerable if a great gro u p o f states sho u ld 
be In habited who lly by illiterates. 
It Is n early as bad to hav e that ign o ran t 
po pulatio n scattered thro u gh the co u n try as it is at p resen t. 
The so u thern states mak e the wo rse sho win g. 
Bu t in the gran d to tal 
tbe blame can n o t be laid o n the n egro race. 
Fifty -eight p er cen t o f the
